When it mot last, Hie board of Antioch 
Grade School Dist. 34, oil a five to two vote, 
changed the scheduled spring vacation for 
the 1984-85 school year from April 1 to March 
25-29. ' ' 

The board did this after considering 
petitions from district parents shown them 
by Supt. Donald Skiclmore. 

The board had previously veiled not to 
change the vacation, but Board President 
Garnet Cook was absent at that me'eting and 
Skidmore requested that the board take-up 
the question again. 

Board members Gail Heath and Ed Haley 
cast Ihe.dissenting votes. 

The board read reports pertaining to the. 
new healing plant for the Upper Grade 
School and drainage plans for the Oakland 
Grade School, looking at the plans presented 
by Architect Doug Pekkarin on installing a 
boiler room at the north end of the gym. 

The long-time trouble caused by a muddy 
parking lot at Oakland Grade School will 
hopefully be solved by the': end of the sum- 
mer. The board gave the red light to in- 
stalling a drainage pipe and removing the 
top soil and replacing it with gravel to drain 
off the excess water that has always plagued' 
the area, especially during the spring rains. ' 
\* This action was taken after the board read 
the results of the soil testing of the parking 
lot taken by Testing Service Corp. . 

The estimated cost of the drainage project . 
is set at $3,500. The labor will be supplied by 
the school districts maintenance staff 
headed by Bob Horton. 

In reply to a request made by the Oakland 
PTO, asking for financial assistance in pur-

chasing playground equipment, the total cost 
of which is $6,970. and acting on a recom- 
mendation by Skidmore, the board okayed 
spending $3,485 on the equipment. 

Skidmore said 'he would budget monies 
received front housing developments to 
cover I hat cost. 

Skidmore told the board that the state aid 
for' the 1984-85 school year would decrease 
because that aid is based on the assessed! 
property valuations of 1982 that were slightly 
up from 1981. 

"As usual, when, we lose money from 
taxes, we gain it in state aid. Ergo, since the 
assessed valuations dropped by almost $2 
million in 1983, the 85-86 budget should see a 
slateaid increase. 

The board regretfully accepted the 
resignations of Marge Girten, W. C. Petty 
School teacher, who has been teaching for 34 
years, 17 of them in Dist . 34. 

Another veteran teacher, Virginia Lan-. 
dwer, received approval ■ for an early 
retirement. "La'ndwer has taught '19 years in 
Antioch. * 

The board later denied leave of absence 
requests from Lynn Wetlerberg, fifth grade 
teacher at Petty; and Peg O'Brien, fouth 
grade teacher at Petty.

Grass La Ice parents 
ask about merger 



, The proposed Grass Lake-Lotus School 
merger has drawn many objections and 
questions from Grasss Lake electors and 
parents. 

"What will our children gain by the 
merger, 1 ' seems to be the main consideration 
of those Grass Lake parents that are 
questioning a possible consolidation of the 
two schools. 

Some parents are upset at the plan to make 
Lotus the primary garde school and Grass 
Lake the junior high school. 

"We built a home in this area and planned 
to send our children to a specific school," 
said one parent, objecting to having her 
younger children bused to Lotus. 
. After the Lotus School Board approved the 
consolidation to reportedly thwart possible 
financial trouble in the near future, ap- 
proximately 100 people attended a meeting 
on the subject at the Grass Lake School. 

At that meeting some parents and teachers 
spoke in favor of the consolidation. 

Grass Lake School Supt. Richard Hogan 



said that his impression was that of those 
parents attending the meeting, about two- 
thirds were for the consolidation and one- 
' third against. 

"Those that are against it have been very 
loud and vocal about it," he said. 

Of the three Grass Lake Board memebers 
that are on the committee to consider the 
feasibility of the merger, Judy' Hansen v^as' 
against the merger and gave her reasons for 
dissent at the meeting. 

The other two committee members, James 
Zeigler and John Steitz, gave no resons for 
voting for the merger. 

Many, of the Grass Lake parents say they 
have 7 been trying to get answers from the 
school board for months but none of their let- 
■ ters or questions are being answered. 

The board told the parents at the meeting 
that any questions should be submitted in 
writing to the school office and they will be 
answered at the next meeting on June 12. *

Question: 

When are splints used for teeth? 
Answer: . 

Although teeth are often saved by periodontal therapy, they may not 
be strong, enough to stand alone and function normally because of 
earlier bone toss from periodontal disease. 
Such teeth may need temporary support. Splinting provides this by 
actually attaching weak teeth to each other to form a stronger dental 
unit. This splint can be removed easily enough without causing per- 
manent damage to tooth structure. 

Since splinting is often done for front, teeth, as well as for those in 
other portions of the mouth, it may be visible. Sometimes It can be 
covered with a tooth-colored plastic to make if less noticeable. These 
days splinting is also accomplished by bondingjomposite resins 
directly to teeth, without the use of wire,

One parent told the newspaper that she had 
little faith in this promise. 

'.'Why haven't they answered any of my 
previous letters if they are willing to answer 
questions now," she asked. 
. One parent, who had been very vocal about 
her objections to the consolidation proposal, 
Marie Brausam, read a letter she had writ- 
ten to the board at the meeting. She said as 
long as her questions were not answered af- 
ter she wrote the letter, she- would ask the 
board for answers in person at the meeting. 

Brausam brought up the fact that the 
Grass Lake students who will be bused to 
Lotus will not have the use of a cafeteria as 
they do a t Grass Lake. 

She also questioned gym instruction for those 
same students since Lotus' gym program 
does not equal Grass Lake's. - 

Brausam claimed that County Supt. Jim 
Thompson had told her that the present 
Grass Lake electors would see a tax raise 
and those of Lotus would find their taxes 
lower if the consolidation takes place. 

She questioned the promise of the Grass 
Lake Board that classes would be smaller af- 
ter the consolidation, giving the example of 
the kindergarten registration at both schools 
for the coming school year. 

According to Brausam, 15 children have 
registered at Grass Lake and seven at Lotus, 



making a possible 22-student kindergarten 

class. 

. "Brausam said that two classes of 11 

seemed small and the class of 22 too large. 

She questioned the promise of less teachers 

needed if two teachers were to be employed 

for kindergarten. 

Most of the objecting Grass Lake parents 
don't want -their younger children bused. 
Some say they could live with Lotus, as the 
upper grade school. 

"We don't want our little children bused 
over that Grass Lake bridge in bad 
weather," said one parent, adding that there 
were many kids that were now within 
walking distance of Grass Lake School that- 
would now have transportation problems. 

"No one has given us any benefits to be 
gained by the Grass Lake students. Lotus 
students seem to be the only people gaining 1 
by the merger," Brausam said. 

Brausam questioned a board where only' 
one parent had a child in school young 
enough to be bused to Lotus. 

Another parent asked about the 
playground equipment . meant for the 
younger grades, that the Grass Lake PTO 
had paid for. 

"Six years ago Grass Lake School had 
problems but now everything is fine, why 
should we wreck that by. merging with a 
school that has problems," Brausam said.
